The rally of the Young Ameri­ 
cans for F r e e d o m at Madison 
Square G arden was attended by 
about 19,OOO young men and wom­ 
en from all parts of t h e United 
States.

ed in their opposition to Com m un­ 
ism. But what surprised me was 
that their prejudgem ents forced 
them to overlook the fact that 
there is no w i s d o rn in attacking 
others on their side whose nam e 
happened to be Kennedy. 
As stirred as I was by this out­ 
pouring of Conservatives. I was 
equally m o v e d by the speeches 
which Attorney General Robert F. 
Kennedy delivered in G erm any — 
straight - forw ard, anti - Com m un­ 
ist speeches delivered on the fir­ 
ing line in Berlin. He said: 
“ I have seen the contrast be 
tween this city in the west p art and 
in the Com m unist part as many 
hundreds of thousands of people 
have seen that contrast. And that 
is why H err U lbricht had to erect 
the wall. Because it was a con­ 
trast that he could not tolerate. 
“ That is the true m eaning of the 
wall that lies like a snake across 
the heart of your city. Mr. Ulbricht j 
and the Com m unists cannot have j 
the contrast. . .

It believes that men ad ­ 
vance by discussion, by debate.by 
trial and by error. 
“ It believes that the best ideas 
com e, not from edict and ideology, 
but from free inquiry and free ex­ 
perim ent; and it regards dissent, 
not as treason to the state, but as 
the tested m echanism of social 
progress. 
“ It knows that diverse nations 
will find diverse roads to the gen­ 
eral goal of political independence 
and econom ic growth. It regards 
the free individual as the source of 
creativity — and believes that it 
is the role of the state to serve 
him. and not his role to serve the 
sta te .” 
And again, Robert Kennedy said:

“ Communism everyw here h a * 
paid the price of rigidity and dog- 
j m atism . Freedom has the strength 
of com passion and flexibility. It 
‘ has, a b o v e all, the strength of 
intellectual honesty. We do not 


I claim to know all the answ ers; we 
make no pretense of infallibility. 
And we know this to be a sign, not 
of w eakness, but of power. 
“ The proof of the power of fre e -1 
dom lies in the fact that Com m un-1 
I ism has always flinched from com ­ 
petition in the field w here it counts 
most —■ the com petition of ideas.” 
Com menting on this, he said: 
“ When will the Com m unists be 
! confident enough of their ideas to 
expose them to the competition of; 
dem ocratic ideas? 
I was d isap - j 
pointed to note that only a few 
days ago a Russian leader, while 


saying that coexistence with dem ­ 
ocratic social system s was possi­ 
ble, asserted em phatically that co­ 
existence with dem ocratic ideas 
was ‘impossible and unthinkable’.

Farts About Epilepsy 
(J. I hate heard that epilepsy 
Q . (a n epilepsy be eu red ? 
leads 
to insanity and again 
that epileptics are o fte n in th e 
genius doss. 
W hich is right? 
A. Neither statement is correct. 
The idea that epilepsy leads to 
insanity stems from the time 
when there were no effective way* 
of controlling epileptic seizures. 
Epilepsy was then regarded as a 
completely 
hopeless 
condition 
and sufferers were often placed 
in mental institutions. While it 
is true thai many great men of 
history are reported to have had 
epilepsy (Socrates, Julius Caesar, 
and Nepoleon, to name a few), 
there 
i i 
d o scientific evidence 
that epilepsy is related esther to 
mental retardation or to genius. 


A. No. However, medical treat­ 
ment is effective in the control 
of seizures (fits) in about SO per 
cent of cases. A great reduction 
in the frequency of seizures can 
be achieved in another 25 per 
cent. That leaves only 15 per 
cent of cases which are resistant 
to control. Considering these fig­ 
ures, the chances for a reason* 
ably normal life for the child are 
very good.
